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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-19, 21, 23, 25, 27-31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 42-43, and 46-47 are 
cancelled. 

In view of the response and amendment, filed on 12/29/2008, following 
rejections/ objections are withdrawn from the previous office action, mailed on 
08/27/2008, for the reason of the record. 

• Objection of claim 34 

• Rejection of claims 20-22, 24-26, 28-30, and 40-45 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

• Rejection of claims 20, 22, 24, and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Holzl et al (US '331) in view of Hull 

• Rejection of claims 21 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Holzl et al (US '331) in view of Hull and further 
in view of Haas et al (US '441) 

• Rejection of claims 28 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Holzl et al (US '331) in view of Hull and further 
in view of Momoi et al (US ' 1 52) 

• Rejection of claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Holzl et al (US '331) in view of Hull and further 
in view of Haas et al (US '441) and Momoi et al (US '152) 
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• Rejection of claims 32, 34, 26, 38, 40, 41, and 43-45 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Momoi et al. (US '152) in 
view of Hull and Holzl et al (US '331) 

• Rejection of claims 33, 37, and 42 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Momoi et al. (US '152) in view of Hull and Holzl 
et al (US '331) and further in view of Haas et al (US' 441) 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 12/29/2008, see remarks, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 20, 22, 24, 26, 32, 34, 36, 38, 40-41, and 44-45 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the previous rejection 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20, 22, 24, 26, 32, 34, 36, 38, 40-41, and 44-45 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest a process for 
manufacturing a silicon wafer as claimed in claims 20, 22, 24, and 26, or a 
process for manufacturing a SOI wafer as claimed in claims 32, 34, 36, 38, 40, 
41, and 44-45. 

The closest prior arts of record, Holzl et al. (US 6,803,331), Hass et al. 

(US 4,1 19,441), Momoi et al. (US 2002/0024152), and Hull, fail to teach a 
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manufacturing method of a wafer as claimed in the claims of the instant 
application, wherein a relation between the heat treatment temperature T (°C) 
and the interstitial oxygen concentration of the silicon layer [0.] 
(atoms /cm 3 ) satisfies the following formula: 

[O, ] < 2. 123 x 10 21 exp(-l .035 / k(T + 273)) 

Wherein T is the heat treatment temperature of the silicon layer in an 
oxidizing atmosphere and k is the Boltzmann's constant, 8.617x10 ~ 5 (eV I K). 
Therefore, the claims deemed allowable.
